Miss Charlotte Whttton Discusses 
International Aspect

"Most of the European States h«.ve 
come to the rca I zatlon that child 
welfnro must lw> included In (hoir na- 
tional program" declared Miss Char 
lotU« Whltton secretary nf Canadian 
CounoH of Child Welfare in an ad 
dress lx>forn the McGIH School of 
Social Workers •n tho .Moysn Theatre 
ioet evening. Thn subject dkKSUSsed 
was "Canadian Child Welfare aga-nst 
the Intemat'onal Background." 

The fact that the League, of Na 
tions deckled to make child wolfaje. 
part of ts constructlvo program wis 
evUdonce- thai the factav is assuming 
an tuHcsret.her new position in relation 
to natlnnal and social economy, Miss 
WhJtton remarked. She discussed the 
employment, delinquency, and health 
of ch. 'Jdren and treated In detnill the 
different methV»da adopted by some 
cauntrief. 

Miss Whltton started her address 
by giving some "nttmate glimpses of 
the ChJIf Welfare Commission of the 
League of Notions. Thte conssts of 
delegates from all states. Since their 
attltudo was manifestly affected by 
home conditions it was found neccs 
Bary to form another group, known bs 
Assessors. Thes© havo njb vote, so 
that they are left freer to criticise 
Miss Whltton. herself was on this 
Council of Assessors. 

They met to discuss the welfare of 
the child who had loet his parents in 
the war: This was part of an Inter 
na-tttmail experiment. To provide ' by 
law for comprehensive ohild pro 
teotlon was thoir object, stated . the 
speaker.

Various Methods of Making 
Prints are Illustrated

The Exhibition of Prims, arranged 
at the itedpath Library for the pur- 
pose of showing the public the dif- 
ferent types of prints and the methods 
used In making them, was oponcd Inst 
vSaturday. The three main processes 
used are, the Intaglio, Relief and 
rianagntphlc. 

In tho Intaglio, the printing is done 
from Incised lines or dots which leave 
the ink on the print raised. There is 
usually aii.iniprcssloii lott on the pa- 
per by the edges of thu mutai plato 
when the paper Is pressed down upon 
It. There are ttvolye kinds «!' printing 
In the Intaglio process exhibited. These 
are: Etching, dry point, soft-ground 
etching, aquatint, mixed method, .sllp- 
pjo ngraviiig, crayon method, line, en- 
graving, steel .. engraving, mezzotint, 
photogravure and rotngravnTe. Each 
method is carefully explained and the; 
differences tainted out. 

The relier processes are printed with 
raised lines and dots, leaving the ink 
on the. print flat. Whan the iinpresshui 
Is heavy; every line Is pressed Into the 
paper but there Is no plate mark. The 
various methods used tiro as follows: 
woodcuts, color woodcuts, chin rosso u rs 
Japanese prints, line cuts, half tone 
and four color. The most Interesting 
exhibit cons sts of the prints In color 
where each color has to have a separ- 
ate block and has to undergo separate 
printing.

NOT SO GOOD. 

The account of the doings of the rules commission in Toronto last 
Knturday as we read them over our gra|M)frull on Monday morning rather 
perplexed us. After carefully weighing matters, they made the following 
changes In the code book: revision of penalties, change of the method of 
converting touches and a new penalty for the use of the forward pass. Tim 
big weakness In the game, the uneven strength of the attack anil defence, 
w»a Ignored completely, or at least no effect was made to remedy it. The 
onsldu kick which wa« proven to be such an Ineffective play during the past 
seas. m v.-ns kept in the Iwok. and the- motion for the onslde pass and other 
beneficial* changes was thrown out.' 

The rule governing the convert now is that the kicker must place a 
drop over tho 'bar anywhere behind the thirty five yard tine although he may 
choose a position directly In front of the uprights is hu so desires.

Bench- 
ing a [.layer u,r holding la. hardly .Ia!£«jo the man when most people think 
that he was sent down far.aiaylicui ;'w*h> laughter, or aome such heinous of- 
fense. l.->ss of yards is just as effective and far fairer to both sides.
